Business 
cannot stand the strain. Not one legitimate busi- 
ness out of a hundred can stand the eMormous 
expeNse account and overhead it has been called 
upon to meet, and the result is that business is 
slowing down, as it ought to. The demand upon 
the consumer in the way of exorbitant prices has 
reached a point where itt is beyond his ability to 
pay, even with his high wage, and so he is Not 
buying as recklessly as he has been; this curtails 
demand and the manufacturer is reducing force 
and expense to meet the lessening demand. ‘This, 
in turn, curtails employment, which in turn must 
check the constant: demand for higRer aNd higher 
wages, It all moves around in a cifecle, and no 
one class is going to escape. They must all sober 
up, because every last one of them have been 
going at a horrible pace. 5%
